As  I  reflecl  on  my  life  as  a  .Seventh  Day 
Advcntist,  I  can  recall  my  great-  grandmother 
always  telling  me  how  her  journey  as  an 
Adventist  started.  .She  was  currently  living  in 
Montgomery,  Alabama  and  she  was  a  faithful 
devout  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  She  ^aid 
that  one  day  while  walking  to  the  store  she 
heard  a  man  preaching  and  as  she  looked  under 
the  tent.  Many  were  moved  by  the  words  that 
wece  coming  out  of  his  mouth.

Cleveland  held  an  historic  evangelistic  meeting  in  Montgomery  on  the  comer  of  Smythe  and  High  where 
over  500  persons  were  baptized;  one  was  my  great-  grandmother.     Ever  since  then  my  entire  family  has 
been  raised  as  Adventists,  and  they  number  over  300  people.  Imagine  that  this  took  place  with  ju>t  10 
other  individuals  he  baptized. 

E.E.  Cleveland  was  a  great  man:  he  was  a  man  of  integrity.  I  can  recall  the  first  time  I  heard  him  preach. 
He  came  up  to  Detroit  to  deliver  the  message  for  the  Youth  Federation.  He  spoke  about  his  upbringing 
and  where  he  went  to  school  and  the  enormous  impact  it  had  upon  his  life.  He  stated  over  and  o\ er  that  it 
was  a  "litde  schooiin  Huntsville,  Alabama."  E.E.  Cleveland  was  much  more  than  a  preacher.  He  was  a 
leader  a  man  that  stood npfor  principle  and  what  he  believed  in.  Pastor  E.E.  Cleveland  taught  and 
proclaimed  the  Advent  message  to.a  world  that  was  losing  all  hope.  For  that  I  am  grateful.  Praise  the  Lord 
for  allowing  this  man  of  God  to  embrace  us  with  his  presence.  I  praise  the  Lord  for  a  man  of  God  who 


cared  about  people  and  was  sincere.  Praise  the  Lord 
for  Elder  Edward  Earl  Cleveland's  life  and  Ministry.

I  thought  I  knew  what  it  was  to  do  something  " 

important:  I  was  class  president,  USM  vice,  accomplished  pianist,  and  the  list. goes  on. 

But  nothing,  absolutely  nothing,  means  anything  until  you  do  it  tor  Christ. 

When  I  joined  NAPS  it  was  a  way  to  appease  my  conscience,  more  a  favor  to  God 

than  anything  else.  But  looking  back,  I  realize  God  did  me  a  favor  by  poking  and 

prodding  me  until  I  heeded  to  His  voice.  He  knew  that-J  was  missing  out  on  the  true  joy 

of  salvation.  The  thing  about  ministry  is  that  while  you" minister  to  others,  God  along 
with  those  you're  ministering  to,  will  minister  unto  you.  Working  with  the  children  in  the 
communities  in  and  argund  Huntsville  has  made  me  so  happy.  And  nothing  compares 
to  the  joy  I  felt  when  after  4  weeks  of  laboring  in  Malawi  with  the  pupils  in  the  class  I 
was  privileged  to  teach,  and  walking  hours  to  give  Bible  studies  in  my  village,  I  saw  my 
kids  and  Bible  study  candidates  go  down  into  the  watery  grave,  knowing  that  if  I  never 
saw  them  again  on  this  side  of  heaven,  they'd  most  assuredly  be  in  the  kingdom.  I  was 

baptized,  like  most  young  Seventh-day  Adventist,  but  did  not  truly  understand  the 

fullness  of  salvation.  It  was  not  until  I  allowed  the  Lord  to  use  me  to  bring  others  to  Hirp 

that  the  Lord  was  able  to  "restore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy  salvation...."  (Psalm  51:12). 

Jesus  saves;  not  just  the  people  you're  working  with  in  a  ministry,  but  you  as  well.  I 

was  and  still  am  in  no  way  perfect.  But  the  Lord  is  molding  me,  taking  out  what  is  bad, 

transplanting  into  me  what  is  good,  and  I  know  that  when  He  is  done  with  me  (and 

you)  "I  shall  come  forth  as  pure  gold"  (Job  23:10);  then,  and  only  then,  wiil  we  be  fit  for 

His  soon  coming  kingdom.
